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No Diversion of 
Arkansas Water 
to Parched Texas 


Even though I wasn't writing 


for it I followed The Star all the 
four months of my medical siege 
at Sarasota, Fla., and one of the 
tear-sheets I brought home with 
me for later comment was from 
the Nov. 13th issue— which 
carried an Associated Press 
dispatch quoting the Texarkana 
Gazette as saying that Texas 
officals are looking toward 
Millwood and other reservoirs on 
Little River and its tributaries as 
sources of supply for water-short 
Texas. 


Whoever wrote that report for 


Texarkana Gazette has, like the 
unnamed Texas water officials, 
a short memory. There is no 
chance whatever of Texas 
tapping Arkansas rivers for the 
benefit of the Lone Star's cities. 


That issue was settled a couple 


of decades ago when Texas in- 
dicated it would attempt to 
divert water from Red River to 
help Dallas. This editor promptly 
brought the matter to the at- 
tention of Arkansas' delegation 
in Congress— and got pledges 
that Texas' attempted theft 
would be stopped in its tracks. 


The same pledge extends to 


Little River and its reservoirs, 
for Little River is a tributary 
which flows into Red River just a 
mile north of Fulton. 


If population ici Texas has 


outrun its native water supply I 
would say that's just Texans* 
hard luck. Instead of stealing 
Arkansas' water thirsty Texans 
should consider moving to our 
state. 


That was our position two 


decades ago, in the case of Red 
River, and was endorsed by the 
Arkansas 
senators 
and 


congressmen — and the same 
endorsement presumably still 
stands for Little River, which is 
one of theJRed's tributaries, 


Postal Stamp 
Hike to 8t 
Expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


cost of mailing a letter probably 
will go up this spring as the 
debt-ridden U.S. Postal Service 
takes on the trappings of a pri- 
vate corporation. 


The stamp for a first class let- 


ter is expected to increase from 
six cents to eight cents in April 
but Postmaster General Winton 
M. Blount says that may not be 
enough to match higher wage 
costs. 


The nine-member board of 


governors, to be sworn in indi- 
vidually the next few days un- 
der recess appointments by 
President Nixon, has yet to 
meet. 


But the new law requires con- 


version of the postal service by 
Aug. 12 from an executive agen- 
cy to a semiautonomous corpo- 
rate-like business paying its 
own way. The deficit this fiscal 
year may reach $2.4 billion. 


Collective bargaining between 


postal management and em- 
ployes, authorized in the law, 
begins Jan. 20. Blount says the 
resulting contract may force up 
costs. 


Postal officials estimate a 2- 


cent increase in first class post- 
age would raise about $1.5 bil- 
lion a year and, coupled with 
boosts in second and third class 
mailing, should enable the serv- 
ice to break even when Con- 
gress subsidizes public services 
such as free mailing of mate- 
rials to the blind.

Arkla Insists 
Gas Bills Are

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


official of Arkansas Louisiana 
Gas Co. said Thursday that gas 
bills are going up because of 
the natural gas shortage, but 
that the increase will be much 
greater if Arkla is not per- 
mitted to abandon its longterm 
contracts with industrial cus- 
tomers. 


Edward 
N. Henderson of 


Shreveport, La., vice president 
of 
Arkla, made 
the state- 


ment,.Thursday during a state 
Public Service Commission 
hearing. The PSC is consider- 
ing withdrawing its approval of 
Arkla's longterm contracts with 
some GO plants in Arkansas. 


The PSC has ordered Arkla 


and the plants to show why it 
should not cancel the contracts 
and set uniform rates that in- 
dustries would pay for gas just 
as it sets rates on residential 
and commercial customers. 


Arkla is supporting the move, 


but many of the industries are 
opposing it. 


Henderson's testimony com- 


pleted Arkla's case before the 
commission. During his testi- 
mony, Henderson said Arkla's 
"gas supply situation 
would 


reach a crisis stage" if the $105 
million Anadarko pipeline pro- 
ject is not built. 


Arkla officials testified earli- 


er in the week that contracts 
for furnishing natural gas to 
large industries are threatening 
the utility's ability to replenish 
its dwindling gas supply.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

least six Soviet cargo ships have 
delivered jet fighters and other 
military hardware to Egypt and 
Syria within the last 10 days, 
Pentagon sources say. 


The Russian vessels passed 


through the Dardanelles from 
the Black Sea, according to 
American 
experts, 
carrying 


about 20 crated aircraft, includ- 
ing MIG21's, SU7 and helicop- 
ters. Also spotted on deck were 
cases believed containing spare 
parts and other materiel. 


The vessels, observed by U. S. 


reconnaissance planes, unload- 
ed cargo at Latakia, a port in 
northern Syria, and in Alexan- 
dria, a major Egyptian port. 


One big Russian vessel, the

Federal Reserve Board 
Drops Discount Rate 
3rd Time in 90 Days

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Reserve Board, putting 
another twist in the downward 
spiral of interest costs, has 
dropped the discount rate for 
the third time in less than 90 
days. 


The board Thursday approved 


a reduction of the discount rate 
charged most member reserve 
banks from 5^ per cent to 5>>4 
per cent, the lowest since mid- 
1968. The drop also indicates a 
change in the pattern usually 
followed 
in discount-interest 


rate changes. 


In the past, the board has tak- 


en the lead over lenders and 
dropped the discount rate to 
loosen money markets. Member 
banks generally reacted by cut- 
ting their prime rate—the inter- 
est they charge their biggest 
and best customers. 


But, Thursday, the discount 


rate slash came after major 
banks across the nation reduced 
prime rates this week from 6 3-4 
per cent to 6^ per cent. 


The prime rate is a bellweath- 


er for other, more consumer-re- 
lated rates. When it falls, inter- 


est rates for personal loans, 
home mortgage loans and car 
loans generally also drop. 


Many banks cutting prime 


rates this week announced re- 
ductions in the consumer loan 
rates at the same time. Chemi- 
cal Bank of New York, for in- 
stance, reduced consumer loan 
rates by an average of more 
than la per cent. 


Nevertheless, Everett C. Spel- 


man, president of the Mortgage 
Bankers Association of America 
—MBA—said 
"unfortunately, 


while ample low interest funds 
are now available for mortgage 
loans in private institutions, 
homebuyers are becoming in- 
creasingly reluctant to meet to- 
day's escalating construction 
costs." 


Financial observers in New 


York said the discount rate re- 
duction was part of a general 
easing of credit that started last 
fall. 


Nov. 10, the Reserve Board 


approved a reduction from 6 per 
cent to 5 3-4 per cent. Nov. 30, 
another drop was approved, 
bringing the discount charge 
down to 5la per cent.

House members could draw the 
allowance without an expense 
account and had the choice of 
taking the money under their 
own names or under the names 
of others. Under the proposed 
new 
procedures, 
representa- 


tives would be required to file 
weekly vouchers in their own 
names stating their expenses. 


"This will absolutely elimi- 


nate the possibility of any leg- 
islator abusing this system and 
causing embarrassment to him- 
self or the legislature," Smith 
said. " ... There will be no 
patronage in the sense of some- 
one getting the job and not 
working."

Bumpers Has 
20-30 Vital 
Bills Ready 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov.- 


elect Dale Bumpers says his 
legislative program will consist 
of 20 to 30 bills and that the 
"most vital" would be a meas- 
ure to carry out major reor- 
ganization of state government. 


Bumpers, interviewed by a 


panel of newsmen of television 
station KATV. for a program 
that is to be shown tonight, 
said he hoped to have his pro- 
gram on the desks of members 
, of the General Assembly when 
"H convenes Monday. 


KATV newsmen also inter- 


viewed Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller and his remarks will be 
shown tonight. During the in- 
terview, Rockefeller said his- 
torians will probably assess his 
four years in office as that of 
a "good governor with an in- 
novative administration." 


Rockefeller said his relation- 


ship with the legislature was 
one of the most difficult prob- 
lems he faced during his ad- 
ministration. 


Asked about his accomplish- 


ments, Rockefeller said his ad- 
ministration had 
successfully 


cleaned up some of the scan- 
dals in the state, restored con- 
fidence 
in state government 


and established a two - party 
system. 


Bumpers did not say whether 


tax proposals will be included 
among the legislation he sub- 
mits in the first week of the 
session. Asked about the possi- 
bility that he will seek new 
taxes, Bumpers said: "We've 
been working on that today." 


The governor-elect said he 


felt a "high responsibility" to 
finance the programs he dis- 
cussed during the campaign. 
"In some areas we're going to 
have to have more revenue to 
find what I talked about in the 
campaign," he said. 


Although Bumpers has not 


committed himself to seek new 
taxes, he has said he will ask 
for them if he finds that addi- 
tional revenue is needed. 


Bumpers said his plan for 


governmental 
reorganization 


alone would not save enough 
money "soon enough" to pro- 
vide the additional revenue to 
finance the programs he has 
talked about. 


He said he had talked with 


state legislators at length about 
restructuring and he was hope- 
ful it will be approved. He also 
said he was "optimistic" that 
the legislature will approve the 
rest of his program.

WASHINGTON (AP)—A bomb 


exploded in an alley outside the 
Soviet Embassy's cultural build- 
ing here early today. Police said 
there were no injuries. 


The State Department sent a 


man to deliver an immediate 
apology for the bombing. 


About 30 minutes after the 


bombing on a quiet residential 
street several blocks from the 
main Soviet Embassy, a young 
woman called the Washington 
bureau of The Associated Press 
and said: 


"I'm going to repeat this mes- 


sage once, so take it down. The 
Soviet Cultural Building on 18th 
Street has been bombed. This is 
a sample of things to come. Let 
our people go! Never again!" 


The phrase "Never again!" is 


the motto of the militant Jewish 
Defense 
League, which has 


staged several anti-Soviet dem- 
onstrations in this country dur- 
ing the last year. 


Police said the bomb smashed 


a solid metal door leading to a 
court yard behind the Soviet 
building, and shattered windows 
in buildings on both sides of the 
alley. The blast was heard by 
residents several blocks away. 


An undetermined number of 


persons reside in the four-story 
brick building but none was 
hurt, although the blast threw a 
small child out of bed, accord- 
ing to Leonid V. Shchervakov, 
deputy chief cconsul of the em- 
bassy. He arrived at the scene 
after the explosion. 


The building also houses the 


embassy's press relations de- 
partment and incofmration of- 
fice for Soviet Life magazine. 


Police said they could not de- 


termine immediately what kind 
of bomb was set off bat a fire 
department official said frag- 
ments were recovered. 


The State Department said it 


sent Steven E. Steiner, a Soviet 
specialist, to the main embassy 
to "express our regrets." Stei- 
ner and an embassy official vis- 
ited the bombing scene. 


A State Department spokes- 


man said "We have during the 
last two months made arrange- 
ments with the Executive Pro- 
tection Service to increase pro- 
tection of Soviet facilities in 
both 
Washington 
and 
New 


York."

employment climbed to six per 
cent in December, the highest 
rate in nine years, despite the 
return to work of men displaced 
by the General Motors jstrike, 
the Labor*fi>epartment reported 
today. 


The development contradicted 


the forecasts of administration 
officials who had contended that 
joblessness, which hit 5.8 per 
cent of the labor force in No- 
vember, would diminish when 
the auto strikers returned to 
their plants. 


The report showed there were 


4.6 million idle men and women 
in December. This was the 
same as in November, but the 
seasonal contraction of the la- 
bor force caused the adjusted 
rate of joblessness to rise by 
about 120,000 persons in the sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate. 


Average weekly earnings of 


factory workers increased by 
$1.03 in December as a result of 
a slight increase in average 
hourly rates and a gain of one- 
tenth of an hour in the factory 
work week, to 39.7 hours. 


The unemployment rate for 


white workers remained at 5.5 
per cent in the month, but the 
rate for Negroes, which de- 
clined slightly in November, re- 
turned to its October level of 9.3 
per cent.

ambassador was driven away 
by the kidnapers. 


The auto, which bore diplo- 


matic markings, was reported 
found a short time later a few 
blocks away. 


The information was carried 


on Radio Station Espectador in 
Montevideo.

thefts, McClellan said, is the 
first in a series of inquiries on 
organized crime now being con- 
ducted by the subcommittee. 


He said subsequent hearings 


are expected to disclose in de- 
tail how organized criminals, in- 
cluding but not limited to mem- 
bers of Cosa Nostra, operate in 
gambling, labor racketeering, 
credit card theft and fraud, the 
pornography traffic, smuggling 
and distribution of narcotics and 
in a number of other criminal 
fields. 


Another Jew 
Sentenced 
in Russia

MOSCOW (AP) - A military 


court has sentenced another 
Jew to a long term in a labor 
camp for plotting to hijack a So- 
viet airliner to Israel, and Prav- 
da charged today that "imperi- 
alist propaganda" is waging a 
campaign to talk Soviet Jews 
into emigrating to Israel. 


Jewish sources said Soviet 


Army Lt. Vulf Zalmanson was 
given a 10-year sentence in Len- 
ingrad Thursday for taking part 
in the plot last June to hijack a 
small Aeroflot plane to Israel. 
His term was five years less 
than the maximum sentences 
given earlier to other defend- 
ants in the case. 


Zalmanson was the 15th Rus- 


sian to face trial in the hijack 
plot. Two women and one child 
were released. Two Jewish de- 
fendants received death sen- 
tences which were later com- 
muted to 15-year labor camp 
terms. The rest of the defend- 
ants, all but two of them Jew- 
ish, received labor camp sen- 
tences ranging from 4 to 15 
years. 


Despite the tough talk in the 


Soviet press on what Pravda 
called the "Jewish question," 
the trial of nine other Jews in 
Leningrad 
was 
postponed 


Wednesday 10 minutes after it 


Friday, January 8, 1971 


began. The official reason was 
that one of the defendants had 
come down with flu. Jewish in- 
formants said the trial will open 
again next week, but the Mos-

French Communist party news- 
paper L'Humanite said he had 
learned that the Soviet govern- 
ment had decided to halt prose- 
cution. 


Twelve to 14 other Jews are 


reported awaiting trials in So- 
viet prisons in Riga, Kishinev 
and Odessa. 


Protest against the Leningrad 


trial and other trials reportedly 
planned for Jews in the Soviet 
Union continued in the United 
States, and counterprotests con- 
tinued from the Kremlin. 


Pravda, the Soviet Commu- 


nist 
party 
newspaper, 
said 


"world imperialism and Zion- 
ism" are "stooping to vile meth- 
ods" in an effort to undermine 
the patriotism of the Soviet Un- 
ion's Jewish citizens. 


"It is common knowledge that 


these citizens, born, reared and 
educated in the U.S.S.R. have 
broad, equal rights with all 
members of Soviet society," the 
newspaper said. 


The Soviet government news- 


paper Izvestia said Thursday 
that an "anti-Soviet campaign is 
being fired up in the United 
States" and that "such activi- 
ties suit someone in Washing- 
ton." 


But Izvestia said "Tel Aviv 


extremists" are clearly behind 
the campaign and that there is 
a "connection between Israeli 
hawks and the American Zion- 
ists-pogromists."

New Colon 
Canter Test 
Developed 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - A 


researcher says an inexpensive 
new test that accurately detects 
cancer of the colon should be 
given to every adult to curb the 
54,000 deaths caused annually 
by the disease. 


"Although it is often curable 


by surgery, cancer of the colon 
kills more Americans each year 
than any other cancer except 
lung cancer," Dr. David H. 
Greegor said Thursday. 


Figures 
compiled 
by 
the 


American Cancer Society, he 
said, indicate colonic cancer 
strikes 73,000 persons in this 
country each year and kills 
54,000 annually. 


"Unlike lung cancer, which 


kills 59,000 persons each year," 
Greegor said in an interview, 
"early diagnosis of cancer of 
the colon and rectum 
often 


leads to cure." 


An assistant clinical professor 


in medicine at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Greegor has spent more 
than five years in the develop- 
ment of a test to enable physi- 
cians to spot such cancerous 
growths. 


In a report prepared for the 


National Conference on Cancer 
of the Colon and Rectum today, 
Greegor said of 900 patients he 
has tested 5 per cent showed 
positive reactions. 


Called the hemoccult—for hid- 


den blood—slide technique, the 
test is fast and accurate, he 
said. It involves having patients 
smear samples of their stools 
for three days on a paper slide 
treated with a resin. 


"The slide comes inserted in a 


small envelope for mailing to 
the laboratory," he said. "A 
special developer is applied to 
each sample and if it turns blue 
it indicates there is intestinal 
bleeding." 


Patients whose tests indicate 


hidden blood are called in for 
further examinations using such 
methods as barium 
enemas, 


Greegor said, adding that test 
materials cost less than $1 per 
patient.

TV's Pioneers 
Recall Goofs 


Of Live Shows

LOS ANGELES-(NEA)- 


Luciile Ball remembers TV's 
good old days as the ones 
where she was a trend-set- 
ter. Carol Burnett remem- 
bers them as the time when 
dressing room space was at 
such a premium she found 
herself changing in the same 
small elevator as Garry 
Moore. Broderick Crawford 
remembers them as the day 
he couldn't remember the 
name of a popular soap. Bob 
Hope remembers them for a 
clumsy prop man who was 
always falling into a set, re- 
quiring Bob to ad-lib to ex- 
plain the sudden crash. 


Television's good old days 


were not that long ago. But 
they can never return. 


Today TV presents a slick, 


technically perfect product 
which is most often lacking 
in immediacy. 


In the old days, a make-up 


man rushed onto a set to 
apply blood to someone who 
had been wounded, and the 
camera picked him up doing 
it. An actor forgot his dia- 
logue and said to Eva Marie 
Saint, "This is where I get 
off." The setting was an air- 
plane and it happened on 
One Man's Family. 


Peggy Wood, who starred 


for so many years in I 
Remember Mama, recalls 
playing a scene with a kitten 
in her arms. The kitten be- 
gan to play with a locket she 
was wearing and the camera 
c a u g h t a close-up of the 
action. 


Miss Wood said, "Once 


television stopped being live 
and went to film, they would 
never have gotten that shot. 
They would have had to r*- 
light the scene for the kit- 
ten's close-up, then try to get 
the cat to play with the 
locket again." 


B e c a u s e the technicians 


had no rules which said "it 
can't be done," they often 
got shots that today, in a 
technically perfect age, real- 
ly can't be done. 


But most memories of the 


early days of TV concern 
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things that went wrong. 


Hope recalls that, an hour 


before his first TV show in 
New York, "somebody did 
something and the sprinklers 
went on in all the dressing 
rooms. We had one hour to 
replace the wardrobe." 


He also remembers that 


the show was called "a mile- 
stone in TV." That was by 
New York's most influential 
critic in New York's most in- 
fluential paper. (Then and 
still Jack G o u l d of the 
Times.) 


Hope says he was feeling 


pretty happy as he got into 
a cab to go to NBC for his 
second TV show. "But the 
cabbie recognized me," Bob 
says, "and asked if I was 
going to do another TV show. 
I told him I was and he said, 
'Your first wasn't too good, 
you know.' I asked him who 
he thought he was to say 
that and he answered, 'I'm 
the people.'" 


Hope thought the whole 


thing was so funny that he 
had his writers get to work 
in a hurry, hired actor Tom 
Pedi and did an enlarged 
skit based on the cabbie. 


Broderick Crawford —who 


says he thinks these days, 
when he stars in CBS-TV's 
The Interns, are "the good 
old days,"—remembers do- 
ing a Lux Video Theater. 


"There was so much to 


remember in a short space 
of time, I forgot I was also 
supposed to do a commercial 
at the end of the 
show. 


Someone grabbed me and 
stuck me in front of the 
camera and I remembered. 
I began, 'With this face I 
still use—' and I couldn't re- 
member Lux. I remembered 
Lava and Fels Naptha, but I 
couldn't remember Lux." 


Ross Martin is a veteran 


of live TV, but only once 
does he recall going blank. 
He had to refer to a charac- 
ter with an Italian name. As 
his memory guide, he used 
a composer 
by the same 


name. "But when I got on 
the air, I suddenly couldn't 
remember whether I was 
trying to recall a piano sona- 
ta, in which case the name 
was Scarlatti, or a violin 
concerto, in which case the 
name was Corelli." 


He got off the spot by say- 


ing, 
"She'll see you now," 


instead of using the name. 
But the other actor said, 
"Who?" and Ross ad-libbed, 
"You come all the way to 
see someone and you don't 
know her name?" 


Carol Burnett, who played 


opposite Buddy Hackett in 
1956 in Stanley, a live, cue- 
cardless situation comedy, 
recalls that Buddy's ad-lib- 
bing helped her learn a 
great deal about ease before 
the camera.

of two other vice presidents- 
count Jean de Beaumont of 
France and Jonkheer Van Kar- 
nebeek of The Netherlands— 
which met with International 
federations in Ixmdon.

for meetings Jan. 11-12 and then 
to Lausanne, Switzerland, for 
further talks Jan. 13-14.

ternational federations are dis- 
cussing their problems with the 
IOC committee. 


At the end of the talks the 


three vice presidents will meet 
in Lausanne Jan. 15 to work out 
a report to the executive board, 
due to meet in the same city in 
March.

cerned is skiing.

MIAMI (AP) — Except for 


his 6-feet-4 inches, Don McCaf- 
ferty was inconspicous as usual 
in the crowd of Baltimore Colts 
filing from an Eastern DC-8 jet 
at Miami International airport 
Thursday night. 


"Mainly, I'm happy to be 


here," said the 49-year-old Ohio 
native who guided the Colts to 
a Super Bowl date in his first 
season as head coach.

NEW YORK (AP) — Cincin- 


nati Coach Paul Brown has 
tacked on another honor to his 
long list of achievements that 
climaxed this year when his 
Bengals won a National Foot- 
ball League playoff berth. 


The 62-year-old coach was 


named Thursday by the Asso- 
ciated Press as the NFL's 1970 
Coach of the Year. He received 
39 of 79 votes from a panel of 
sportwriters covering 
the 26 


NFL teams and he beat out his 
runner-up, Don Shula of the 
Miami Dolphins, by 20 votes. 


Third was San Francisco's 


Dick Nolan with nine votes. 


"I'm happy and honored," the 


soft-spoken Brown said 
from 


his winter home in La Jolla, 
Calif. "I could accept such a 
thing only in the name of my 
staff and fine young players." 


After his third-year Bengals 


won their first game and then 
dropped six straight, they ral- 
lied to claim seven consecutive 
contests and the Central Divi- 
sion title of the NFL's Ameri- 
can Conference. 


"Personally, this is my little 


dream come true," he said 
after they won the title. "This 
has been the most interesting 
and most gratifying season I've 
ever known." 


He helped establish the Cleve- 


land Browns of the old All - 
American Conference and then 
in his first year as coach, of 
the Browns in the NFL, he was 
named coach of the year. 


He led the Browns to a 115- 


49-6 record until he was fired 
in 1962. He returned to profes- 
sional football in 1968 when he 
helped organize 
the Bengals 


and then won the old American 
Football league's Coach of the 
Year award in 1969 


Nine Killed 
in Bomber

CHARLEVOIX, Mich. (AP) - 


an Air Force B52 bomber with 
nine men aboard—said by wit- 
nesses to have exploded in a 
ball of fire—crashed into Lake 
Michigan Thursday night off the 
northwest

I/)wer Peninsula. 


Coast Guard aircraft and ves- 


sels at the scene reported find- 
ing wreckage and debris from 
the aircraft, including two emp- 
ty life vests and a helmet, but 
no sign of survivors. 


A Strategic Air Command in- 


vestigating team was to arrive 
today. 


The eight-engine bomber was 


unarmed and on a training 
flight from Westover, Mass., Air 
Force Base when it crashed 
about 11 miles northeast of 
Charlevoix, 
an 
Air 
Force 


spokesman said. 


Area residents reported hear- 


ing an explosion and seeing 
flaming debris falling into the 
water about 6:30 p.m. 


Mrs. Charles Bleha, a school 


teacher, said 
she had just 


walked into her darkened bed- 
room when she was "attracted 
by an orangy glow in the sky." 


She said she first thought it 


was a sunset, but when she 
looked out the window toward 
the lake, she saw a ball of fire 
which grew bigger and bigger 
and then exploded, with flames 
shooting hundreds of feet. 


"As the fireball settled down 


you could see what appeared to 
be other small explosions," she 
said. 


When these died away, she 


said, there appeared to be two 
fires on the water. 


Other area 
residents con- 


firmed her account. 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the plane was on a practice 
bombing mission over the Bay 
Shore radar bombing scoring 
site, located on a hill overlook- 
ing the Little Traverse Bay 
about eight miles north of Char- 
levoix.

The United States keeps close 


check on Soviet arms shipments 
to Arab countries, particularly 
Egypt, because of Washington's 
pledge to maintain a military 
balance—particularly 
in 
air 


power—between Israel and its 
enemy neighbors. 


At present, Syria and Egypt 


together are reporting to out- 
number Israel in fighting air- 
craft by about 2 to 1. But the 
skill of Israeli pilots makes the 
actual air power gap much clos- 
er, in the view of U. S. military 
experts. 


The same sources, 
mean- 


while, discounted reports the 
Russians have provided Egypt 
new shipments of surface to sur- 
face 
bombardment 
missiles 


with ranges of up to nearly 100 
miles. 


The U. S. experts regard such 


missiles 
as 
essentially 
long 


range artillery, but less effec- 
tive 
because, 
they 
contend, 


these rockets are much less 
accurate than guns. 


Such missiles, they say, would 


be useful against massed tar- 
gets or sizeable groups of struc- 
tures, but they have relatively 
slight effect against the type of 
targets in the sparsely settled 
desert of the Sinai Peninsula. 


The Russians gave the Egyp- 


tians 
bombardment 
missiles 


about the time of the 1967 war, 
it was said, and have furnished 
some similar 
weapons since 


then, but not recently.
